Transition to power 

Dexter names chief of staff, unveils team to ease changeover

Premier-designate Darrell 
Dexter had one evening to 
soak in his election victory 
before getting back to 
work yesterday. 

“Unfortunately, there’s 
no time for celebration,” 
he told reporters at a late- 
morning news conference. 
“There is a lot of work that 
Nova Scotians expect us to 
accomplish.” 

Dexter named Dan 
O’Connor his chief of staff 
and unveiled a transition 
team to ensure a smooth 
transfer of power. 

His government’s top 
priorities include naming a 
cabinet, recalling the legis¬ 
lature and preparing a 
budget. And they’ll likely 
come in that order.

Dexter promised on the 
campaign trail to cut his 
cabinet down to 12 from 
the 18 the Progressive Con¬ 
servatives had. It’ll mean 
more work for the 12 min¬ 
isters, which includes Dex¬ 
ter, but he thinks it has its 
advantages.

before them, I think a 
smaller cabinet actually 
works to the advantage of 
a new government,” Dex¬ 
ter said. 

A summer session of the 
legislature is also in the 
books. Dexter said the 
House of Assembly needs 
to be recalled after his cab¬ 
inet is appointed in order 
“at the very least to deal 
with administrative issues 
we have to get out of the 
way.” 


He said his government 
will follow the strategy 
John Hamm mapped out 
when he took power in 
1999. Hamm used special 
warrants from cabinet to 
keep money flowing in the 
short term, then reintro¬ 
duced an altered Liberal 
budget within a few 
months. That points to a 
budget in late September 
to early October. But first 
Dexter has to get his prom¬ 
ised fiscal review under¬ 
way to unveil the state of 
the province’s books. 

Dexter said he’s received 
congratulations calls from 
several premiers, includ¬ 
ing Saskatchewan Premier 
Brad Wall, Manitoba Pre¬ 
mier Gaiy Doer and Que¬ 
bec Premier Jean Charest.

Rae booted 
from Sri Lanka 

Claims he was asked to sign document 


Bob Rae says he was asked 
to sign a document 
disavowing comments the 
Sri Lankan government 
deemed sympathetic to 
the Tamil Tigers shortly 
before he was ejected 
from the war-ravaged 
country. 

The Liberal MP and for¬ 
mer Ontario premier ar¬ 
rived in Colombo, the capi¬ 
tal, late Tuesday armed 
with an entiy visa and 
flanked by two officials 
from the Canadian High 
Commission. 

He was there to meet 
with aid groups and offi¬ 
cials from the United Na¬ 
tions’ refugee agency, as 
well as to assess the physi¬ 
cal and emotional wreck¬ 
age one month after the 
end of a 25-year civil war 
with Tamil separatists. 

But the Liberal foreign 
affairs critic was flagged by 
a border agent upon ar¬ 
rival at the Bandaranaike 
International Airport. 

Fifteen minutes after the 
customs official took his

learned he was being de¬ 
nied entiy to Sri Lanka.

UN agrees to sanctions 


World powers yesterday 
agreed to expand 
sanctions to punish North 
Korea for its recent 
nuclear test and weapons 
program, as Russia said it 
expected the North to 
launch another 
provocative missile test.

The end result re¬ 
flected compromises to sat¬ 
isfy Chinese and Russian

North Korea has angered 
the region and countries 
beyond in the past few 
weeks with missile launch¬ 
es, threats to attack the 
South and a nuclear test, 
prompting U.S. and South 
Korean forces to raise a mil- 
itaiy alert on the peninsula 
to one of its highest since 
the 1950-53 Korean War.

One killed in museum attack, 
gunman, 88, hospitalized 


SHOOTING An elderly gun¬ 
man linked to an anti-Jew- 
ish website killed a securi¬ 
ty guard at the U.S. Holo¬ 
caust Memorial Museum in 
Washington yesterday and 
was wounded when guards 
returned fire. 

The guard, Stephen Ty¬ 
rone Jones, died at a local 
hospital after being shot 
with a rifle, officials said. 

The museum said it 
would be closed today in 
his honour. 

“There are no words to 


express our grief and 
shock over these events,” 
the museum said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The gunman was in criti¬ 
cal condition after the inci¬ 
dent, authorities said. 

A federal law enforce¬ 
ment official said investi¬ 
gators had identified James 
W. von Brunn, 88, as the 
potential suspect and 
linked him to a website 
that expresses anti-govern¬ 
ment and anti-Jewish senti¬ 
ments. 


“I think this is an ex¬ 
tremely isolated incident,” 
Washington Mayor Adrian 
Fenty said. “In these days 
and times you never know 
when someone is going to 
grab a gun and use it in an 
inappropriate way as was 
done today.” 

The museum, a memori¬ 
al to the six million Jews 
killed by Nazis in the Holo¬ 
caust, is near the National 
Mall where many of Wash¬ 
ington’s monuments are 
located. reuters

\¥HO spokesman Grego- 
ly Hartl said the expert 
committee would consult 
“on the state of the 
outbreak.” The strain 
emerged in April in Mexi¬ 
co and the U.S. 

The agency said Tuesday 
it was on the verge of de¬ 
claring the first influenza 
pandemic in more than 40 
years. 
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N ow that U.S. 
President Barack 
Obama is back 
from his make- 
nice mission to 
the Middle East, perhaps 
Air Force One could drop 
him off in southern On¬ 
tario to tackle another in¬ 
tractable conflict.

donnybrook, money plays 
a central role in this one.

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In the wake of the unset¬ 
tling shooting death of abor¬ 
tion provider George Tiller 
last week, and the release of 
The Purity Myth — a new 
book by feministing.com 
founder Jessica Valenti — 
it’s clear: Today’s feminism 
battleground is women’s 
bodies. 

In it, Valenti warns of the 
rise of the purity move¬ 


ment, which she says seeks 
to protect virginity amid a 
“girls gone wild” world of 
promiscuity. What it unin¬ 
tentionally does, she argues, 
is polarize women: “(Girls’) 
sexuality as ‘good’ — worth 
talking about, protecting 
and valuing — and women’s 
sexuality, adult sexuality, as 
bad and wrong.” 

I was floored to read 
about the movement’s at¬ 
tempts to “protect” young 
women: Purity balls (in 
which daughters ceremoni¬ 
ally pledge their purity to 
their fathers) or scaring 
them into chastity by push¬ 
ing false facts through U.S. 
government-funded absti¬ 
nence education. 


She dives into some 
fraught and timely territoiy, 
highlighting abortion “in¬ 
formed consent” laws in the 
U.S. that require doctors to 
tell women they are “end¬ 
ing a human life” or show 
ultrasound images of the fe¬ 
tus to the woman. “Its pur¬ 
pose is to shame women in¬ 
to thinking that if they real¬ 
ly knew they were getting 
an abortion... they wouldn’t 
have one,” she writes. 

The movement’s goal is 
more insidious than just 
pushing purity, Valenti ar¬ 
gues. Throughout the book, 
she shows how such prac¬ 
tices reinforce notions that 
women are not responsible 
enough to manage their sex¬ 


uality. 

No clearer is that message 
than with Tiller’s death. Af¬ 
ter all, there are few greater 
political statements than to 
take away the means for a 
woman to control her own 
body. 

Reproductive freedom — 
from intercourse to birth 
(or termination) — is under 
attack. Feminist battles have 
been fought and supposedly 
won, but somehow the abili¬ 
ty for women to assert con¬ 
trol over our own bodies di¬ 
minishes still.

There is cautious 
optimism in the Jim Balsil¬ 
lie camp, coupled with 
nagging doubt. 

On the one hand, Balsillie 
claimed a victoiy of sorts 
when bankruptcy court 
judge Redfield T. Baum told 
NHL lawyers to be prepared 
to put a price tag on the 
Hamilton hockey market. 

On the other, it could be 
a price tag so high, Balsillie 
would withdraw. Or the 
NHL could use delay tactics. 
Or the judge, when he final¬ 
ly does make a ruling, may 
not find he has the power 
to allow the Phoenix Coy¬ 
otes to move the Hamilton. 

There was no word from 
the court as of last night. 


The judge had told lawyers 
from all sides Tuesday he 
needed to sleep on things 
before putting pen to paper 
for a written decision. 

But yesterday, Balsillie, 
who has a personal fortune 
of $3 billion and a stubborn 
history of getting his way, 
sounded like someone who 
was ready to sign a cheque. 

“However it works out, 
the issue of a relocation 


fee, while a new develop¬ 
ment, does move us one 
step closer to bringing the 
Coyotes to Hamilton,” Bal¬ 
sillie said in a missive to 
subscribers to makeitsev- 
en.ca. “I am fighting for 
Canadian hockey fans be¬ 
cause I know you’ve been 
out there fighting for my 
bid. I want to reassure you 
we’re still moving toward 
our goal. We’re looking for¬ 


ward to instructions from 
Judge Baum.”

‘You got to be kidding me.’ 
... But then Houston kind 
of nutted up and went af¬ 
ter me. It was a long day.” 

Petite attended the 
Vauxhall Academy of 
Baseball near Lethbridge, 


Alta., the past two sea¬ 
sons. The six-foot-three, 
210-pound right-hander 
was then named to Team 
Canada’s roster for the 
2008 World Junior Base¬ 
ball Championship in Ed¬ 
monton. 

He has a four-year NCAA 
Division I scholarship to 
pitch with the Texas Tech 
Red Raiders in the fall. 
However, if he gets a good 
offer from the Astros, he’ll 
turn pro. 

Major league teams 
have until Aug. 15 to sign 
draft choices, otherwise 
they lose their rights. 

“The money I’m asking 
for is top-round money,” 


said Petite, adding he’s 
asking for $150,000 plus 
his education paid. 

Petite believes he has a 
legitimate shot to move 
up through Houston’s sys¬ 
tem. 

“They’re looking at me 
as a reliever-type, set-up 
man,” he said. “They like 
my velocity for a reliever 
and my slider as a set-up 
guy/reliever. 

“They really liked the 
way I play the game. The 
words they used were that 
when I’m on the mound. 
I’m like a bulldog and I 
just go right after bat¬ 
ters.”

Wait to be drafted 
finally over for Orr 

Glad to be picked by Herd in final round

When Kody Orr was draft¬ 
ed by the Halifax Moose- 
heads last weekend, it 
ended a long, difficult 
wait. 

The Lower Sackville na¬ 
tive came perilously close 
to going unselected for a 
second straight year when 
the Mooseheads finally 
called his name in the 12th 
and final round (197th over¬ 
all) at the dMJHL draft in 
Moncton last Saturday. 

Orr had already gone 
through one draft without 
any luck, sitting in the 
stands at Centre 200 in Syd¬ 
ney last June and enduring 
a difficult five-hour drive 
home. 

“I was tiying to stay posi¬ 
tive, but when it’s getting 
deeper and deeper, you 
start to woriy,” he said. 
“You think, ‘Jeez, this 
might not happen, again.’ 
But I got lucky.” 

Both years. Central Scout¬ 
ing ranked Orr in the 
draft’s top five rounds, in¬ 
cluding 40th overall in 
2008. 

One of the reasons for 
Orr’s slide was the legiti¬ 
mate possibility he could go 
the NCAA route. The for¬ 
mer Dartmouth Subways’ 
left-winger had a Grade 11 
average in the low- to mid- 
90s and said he has already 
had preliminary talks with 
prestigious Ivy League 
schools such as Harvard, 
Princeton and Yale. 

But Orr, a defensive- 


minded, penalty-killing for¬ 
ward, admitted the Moose¬ 
heads have their share of 
prestige, too. 

“Getting picked by the 
Mooseheads has always 
been a dream of mine,” said 
Orr, who was a linemate of 
P.E.L Rocket star Ben Duffy 
from atom through midget. 

“It definitely threw a 
wrench into things. That’s 
the team everybody from 
around here wants to play 
for and it makes you think 
about what’s best for your 
career.” 

Orr, the only Nova Scot¬ 
ian picked by the Moose¬ 


heads, made the jump from 
major midget to junior A 
last season and had 19 
points in 49 games with the 
Amherst Ramblers. 

If he chooses the Q, over 
NCAA — a decision he 
wants to make before train¬ 
ing camp — he hopes his 
junior A experience will 
serve him well in his bid for 
a roster spot. 

“People underestimate 
the importance of plajdng 
junior A,” said Orr. “I think 
it’s really going to help me 
(in the ^ to be adapted to 
the speed, pace and physi- 
cality.”

Parents hail little *bunkie*

f you’re a cottager, and 
you’ve reached that age 
when your children, or 
nieces and nephews 
have suddenly mor¬ 
phed into preteens and 
young teens. I’m predicting 
that a bunkie may be in 
your near future. 

If you’ve never heard of a 
bunkie, you’re not the only 
one. It’s a word I first heard 
at a friend’s cottage north of 
Kingston, Ont. It’s a small 
house, often with one 
room, that essentially 
serves as a place for guests 
to sleep when they come 
stay at the already overflow¬ 
ing family cottage. 

I think it’s especially 
handy when children grow 
into adult-sized people who 
can no longer fit handily in¬ 
to the pull-out couch or cot 
in the comer of the “fami¬ 
ly” room at the cottage. 
Plus, they really don’t want 
to be housed in the same 
room as their parents any¬ 
more, and let’s face it, the 
feeling is mutual. 

That’s why a bunkie may 
be just the thing to give 
eveiybody their space. 

Of course you can get 


elaborate if you wish, but 
then it’s really not a bunkie 
any more, but a guest cot¬ 
tage. Nothing wrong with a 
posh guest cottage, but the 
average cottager has al¬ 
ways known that it’s not 
really cost effective to have 
a large guest cottage, com¬ 
plete with plumbing and 
other amenities, because 
you must pay property tax 
on a stmcture that’s empty 
part of the time. If you can 
make it useful for multiple 
purposes, such as a winter 
storage area that is used as 
a bunkie during the sum¬ 
mer, or a boathouse with 
“attic” accommodations, go 
for it. 

Or, just embrace the tra¬ 
ditional bunkie — a small 


place big enough for a cou¬ 
ple of fold-up bunkbeds, or 
a small sitting area with a 
ladder leading up to a teeny 
sleeping loft in the rafters. 

The advantage of a small 
bunkie is that it can be cost 
effective if it is small 
enough not to require a 
building permit. Most mu¬ 
nicipalities do not require a 
building permit for any 
building below 10 square 
metres or 108 square feet. 

If you go the bunkie 
route, the cheapest option 
is to build it yourself, if 
you’re handy, preferably 
with recycled windows and 
doors. Another great option 
is to buy a bunkie or cabin 
kit. Check out Bolton, Ont.- 
based Duroshed 


g (duroshed.com) for well- 
° priced options. For exam- 
c pie, Duroshed sells basic 
K bunkie kits (12 X 9) and as- 
2 sembles them for prices 
I starting around $3,500 and 
I upwards, plus tax and deliv- 
" eiy in Ontario. 

Toronto-based Summer- 
wood (summerwood.com) 
also sells very attractive 
bunkie kits and ships 
throughout Canada, and 
prices generally reflect the 
higher-end look. 

Garden sheds, some of 
which are large enough to 
be small bunkies, start at 
about $4,500. These pack¬ 
ages are delivered pre-cut, 
or for a slightly higher fee, 
pre-assembled, and you 
must put them together on 
site with the help of explicit 
written instructions and a 
help line. 

Keep in mind that bunkie 
packages generally include 
only subfloors, framing and 
outside cladding, windows 
and a door and pl 5 ^ood for 
the roof Extra costs may in¬ 
clude preparing the site and 
putting in foundations, 
shingles, indoor flooring 
and walls, as well as any 
plumbing or electrical work 
or insulation. 

But it may be worth it. 
Just think—you’ll be enjoy¬ 
ing quiet nights at the cot¬ 
tage with only the distant 
noises of madly giggling 
preteens and their friends 
in the throes of hilarity in 
the middle of the night.

Refrigerate berries, 
but don't wash until you are 
ready to use. Then rinse gently 
and drain on paper towels. Re¬ 
move the hulls after rinsing.

Crispy Tuna Steak 
in Citrus Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 large oranges 

1-1/2 cups (375 ml) orange 

juice 

2 tbsp (25 ml) dry white 
wine (optional) 

2 tbsp (25 ml) cornstarch 
2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
fresh cilantro 
2 tbsp (25 ml) cornmeal 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) black pepper 
4 tuna steaks (1/2 in./l cm 
thick) 

4 tsp (20 ml) olive oil 

METHOD: 

1. Peel oranges. 

2. Section oranges. Whisk 
orange juice, wine (if 
using) and cornstarch in 
small saucepan until 
smooth. Bring to boil over 
medium-high heat and 
cook, stirring, until sauce 
boils and thickens, 2 min¬ 
utes. Remove from heat 


and stir in orange 
sections. Keep warm. 

3. Mix cilantro, cornmeal, 
salt and black pepper in 
pie plate. Coat both sides 
of tuna steaks with corn¬ 
meal mixture, pressing 
firmly so mixture adheres. 

4. Heat 2 tsp (10 ml) oil in 
large cast-iron hying pan 
over medium-high heat 
until hot but not smoking. 
Sear tuna until done to 
taste, 2 to 3 minutes on 
each side for medium-rare. 
Add remaining oil just be¬ 
fore turning fish. Serve 
with sauce.
